> 1he Coun¬ 
cils of Innis- 
fQ and Bradford 
West Gwillimbury 
held a rare joint meet¬ 
ing of Committee of 
the Whole, on Feb. 22. 


At issue: the Bradford West 
Gwilhmbury resolution, passed 
in a 6-2 vote, asking for a costing 
from the Ontario Provincial 
Police for the provision of 
policing services. 

The Joint session allowed for 
informal debate over the key 
questions: Are the 2 Towns, 
partners in the South Simcoe 
Police Service since it was 


amalgamated in 1996, still 
partners moving forward with 
a costing? Should they ask only 
for an OPP costing, or also 
approach Barrie Police and York 
Regional Police as potential 
service providers? Is there a 
need for an external consultant, 
to evaluate the data? 

Bradford West Gwillimbury 
Mayor Doug White chaired 
the session - and admitted, 
“Maybe we should have had 
more consultation, maybe we 
should have had this meeting” 
before his Council passed the 
resolution. He reaffirmed both 
the partnership, and satisfaction 
with the level of policing 
provided by the South Simcoe 
Police Service. 

“Never has anyone in our 
Council said they are dissatisfied 
with the quality of the service. 
The issue for us is the rising cost 
of policing,” White said. “That 
is the background that led to 
the motion. The issue for us is 
simply, are we getting the best 
bang for the buck?”
